August of the 75th anniversary of

deaf there, the chief matter of busi- 
ness which engaged the attention of 
the gathering was the project \^^ 
change the name of the school so that 
the word c< Asylum w would l>e ob« 

lit crated altogether. This proposi- 
tion was discussed with great force 
and earnestness, and the preponder- 
ance of opinion in favor of the 

chan to amount 

practically \i^ Unanimity, One or 
two objections, entirely on sentimen- 
tal grounds, were feebly raised, but 

not pressed, and the result was the 
appointment of s committee of Ave 

to draw up a statement of the ease to 
your honorable body, and a petition 
for such act ion on your part as will 

secure the change desired, 

This committee now has the honor 
t0 address \oii on the subject, and'its 
members entertain DO doubt what- 
ever that even if you are not favor 

ably impressed by the scheme, you 
will at least his appeal the 

•iies{ and careful attention 
i hat has always nun it* t real 

ment of matters affecting the inter- 
est s of t he school, 

At the business meetings held in 

connection with the anniversary 

orcises, a number of the graduates ^( 
the SChOO] and other deaf-mutes, took 

ion tO express t heir minds \ 
forcibly in regard ti> the matter, ami 

never in the history of the school has 
a more intelligent representation 

raduates assembled to consider 
their interests. Those who partiei- 

-I iu the discussion ware 
men, of mature years ami Judgment, 

and their statement ons dn- 

making the change left no doubt that 

the subject had been most carefully 
Considered by all. The remarks tun- 
bodied, in numerous i he per- 
sonal experiences of the speakers, 
showing with force and direoti 

how unfortunately, even mischiev- 
ously, the name lk Asylum" had af- 
fected them since leaving the school. 

That the word is a misnomer as ap- 
plied tO the Hartford School, was the 

universal agreement, and its contin- 
ued use, when it was a manifest injury 

tO the deal* everywhere, was earnestly 
deplored. One spcal 

w here s oem . alter being in- 

formed that a certain deaf-mute 
educated at the American Asylum, 
quietly wrote as an answer to the 
query in bis blank. ^ \\\ whom sup- 
ported?' 1 the stigma, tk A pauper," 
showing clearly enough the popular 
idea of an institution bearing such a 

a name. The same gentleman had 
seen in a record of pauper 

ion, the name of the Ameri- 

[um, with all its pupils placed 

on the OS Of pauperism. The 

misleading oharacterof the name had 

deceived the authorities, and resulted 

in the lamentable blunder. Another

education of the deaf, ' Asylums. '
